A DAY OF MIGHTY WRANGLING 
Lengthy Resolutions Which the Conven- 


tion Adopted—A Strong Silver Plank. 
Story of the Convention. 


, They couldn’s deliver the goods! 

That tells the story. The republican poll 
ticlans who undertook to secure from their 
party an endorsemient of the populist ticket 
and the candidates of that party, failed in 
their undertaxing. It was a well organized, 
well arranged scheme, but it wouldn’t work. 

The republicats of Georgia refused to 
be delivered. Their leaders thought they 
catried the party in their several pockets 
and were confident thy could swing the 
convention their way, but they failed ig- 
mominiously in their undertaking. , 

The whole fight was on the question 
whether or not they should endorse Hines 
and Watson and the rest of the populist 
ticket. A small proportion of the conven- 
tion favored putting out a republican state 
ticket, but this element was inconsiderable. 
The real contest, therefore, was between 
those who had entered the pv pulist-republi- 
can convention and the more conservative 
members of the party who believed that 
their party is one of principle and who, 
therefore, opposed any coalitions what- 
poever. 

On several points did these opposing 
forces clash, but at no time on the direct 
issue. The populist leaders saw they were 
whipped and had to make concession after 
concession in order to save themselves 
from an ignominious defeat. 

The real fight wag over the resolutions 
which were to stand as the party’s plat- 
form and to outline the party’s action in 
the coming state campaign. It was an all 
day struggle, for, though the committee 
on resolutiong was not appvinted until 

late, every action of the convention and 
aglmost every speech had a direct bearing 
upon this question, which was uppermosc 
in every¥ody’s mind. 

It was late at night when the .commit- 
tee on resolutions reported. The report, 
which was finally adopted with one amend- 
ment proposed by an anti-populist leader 
and which the leaders of the other side 
were finally compelled to accept, declared 
against putting out a state ticket and gave 
no endorsement of the popuiists. It did 
declare against republicans taking the 
stump for the democratic nominees and did 
read out of the party all republicans who 
take part in caucuses or primaries of 
either party. On this line, it was a dis- 
tinct victory for the conservatives over the 
““deal’ crowd. 

On national questions, the convéntion 
adopted a strong silver plank, swallowed 
McKinleyism, and endorsed everything that 
had ever, been done by the republican par- 
ty. The resolutions are lengthy and are 
given in full below. 

Of course there was fun, and plenty of 
it. As Jackson McHenry gut it, the dele- 
gates seemed to have a “powerful”: big 
supply of oratory and enthusiasm; and it 
is Jackson's theory that if they were to 
save some of it for use on the stump in- 
stead of in the convention hall, the re- 
sults would be more beneficial to the 
party. 


The Morning Session. 


The morning sessién was devoted princi- 
pally to talk. For a time it looked as if 
every member of the convention had come 
with an idea that it was his duty to enter- 
tain his fellow republicans and from the 
hour of assembling until the adjournment 
at 2:30 o’clock, and from 4 o’clock untii 5 
o’clock there was little done in the practical 
work of the convention. 

The caucus which had been held over at 
Mystic hall in the morning settled the ques- 
tion of the temporary organization. There 
was a hard fight over this, Wimbish and 
Graves, of the Fulton delegation, leading 
the forces which favored fusion with the 
populists. In the caucus they were, how- 
ever, badly defeated. Wimbish was a can- 
Gidate for temporary echairman, but was 
beaten by Henry L. Johnson, a Butts 
county delegate; who is now practicing law 
in Atlanta. 

So, therefore, when Secretary Deveaux, 
of the state central committee, called the 
convention to order he simply read the cal) 
and announced the result of the caucus. 
A. J. Wade and A. E. Williams were 
chosen secretaries. This was promptly rati- 
fied and Uncle Billy Bowers and Smith 
Easley, Jr., were appointed a committee te 
escort the temporary chairman to the chair. 

Johnson, who is a young and intelligent 
negro, made a ringing speech in which he 
counseled party fealty and urged his fellow 
republicans to stick to the party and its 
principles. 

_ A committee of eleven was appointed upon 
credentials. This committee consisted of: 
From the state at large—William Bowers, 
of Franklin; B. F. Oarter, of Polk; R. M. 
Logan, of Bibb; W. H. Pace, of Newton. 
From the districts—M. J. Doyle, of Chat- 
ham; E. J. Matthews, 6f Carroll; D. A.

Tom Was Sat Upon. 


So far as practical results are concerned 
this ended the convention’s work until the 
committee made its report, which was about 
6 o’clock in the afternoon. * Several efforts 
were made to have committees on perma- 
nent organization and on resolutions ap- 
pointed, but the point was made that noth- 
‘ing could be done until the roll was per- 

Even Tom Reed’s rules were sat down 
upon. A few of the delegates seemed to 
know who Tom Reed was, but most of them 
wanted “‘to have his rule fead,’’ and finally 
he, too, was side-tracked by the point as to 
‘the necessity for completing the roll call. 

Speeches and Speeches. 


After some wrangling over this Professor 
Dent, one of the Floyd county delegates,

Professor Dent, the young man from 
Floyd, was called upon, but suggested that 
there were some of the younger of the 
white republicans present and he would 
like to see them put on record. He called 
for A. J. Tweedy, of Augusta. Tweedy made 
a few remarks, quoting principally from 
the statistics on bank deposits in an en- 
deavor to prove that the democrats of 
Georgia had been stuffing the ballot box. 
His line of argument wasn’t altogether 
clear, but it got him some applause. 

It became evident at this stage of the 
game that the committee on credentials 
would not report for some time, and an 
adjournment was, therefore, taken until 4 


o’clock. 
The Afternoon Session. 

The best speech of the day was made 
after the convention reconvened, It was 
from Rev. A. P.- Grant, who talked right 
out in meeting on the subject of a trade 
with the populists. He argued that if the 
populists. would endorse republican candi- 
dates for the legislature where there was 
a chance to elect them, he would be willing 
to vote for Mr. Hines and Mr. Watson, 
but unless they would agree to this and 
would give substantial evidences of their 
intention to stick to such an agreement, 
he would be in favor of either putting out 
a straight republican ticket or making no 
endorsement. He believed that it was 
better to do one or the other of these and 
his speech created a great deal of enthusi- 
asm. 

A number of delegates showed a disposi- 
tion to jump right into the discussion of 
the question which was uppermost in the 
minds of all. At this the point was raised 
that the time had not come for such dis- 
cussion, and while a-dozen or more were 
arguing this point at the same time, the 
committee on credentials came in with the 
venerable Uncle Billy at its head. 

‘The report of the committee showed that 
there were contests im several counties, the 
principal one, however, being in Washing- 
ton county. There was a minority report 
on this and A. Graves wanted the contest- 
ing delegation seated and the vote split. 
Colonel Pledger objected to this, however, 
and moved an amendment to the effect 
that the contestants, being republicans, 
be given a seat on the floor of the con- 
vention, but that the report of the com- 
mittee, which gave the other fellows the 
right to vote, be adhered to. What bid 
fair to be a very Hvely discussion was cut 
short by somebody calling for the previous 
question. The chair declared the call sus- 
tained without putting it and the Pledger 
amendment was adopted. 

There were strong protests from al! parts 
of the house, but Johnson demonstrated 
that there was no need of Reed rules or 
any others. He decided the thing the way 
he thought it ought to go and the rest 
of the delegates had to acqulesce. 

The Permanent Organization. 

Jackson McHenry put a stop to the dis- 
cussion by moving that Walter Johnson be 
chcsen permanent chairman and that P. 
H. Craig and D. J. Jarden be made perma- 
nent secretaries. This was done unan- 
imously and Temporary Chairman Johnson 
introduced to the convention Permanent 
Chairman Johnson. 

Mr. Johnson made quite a lengthy speech, 
declaring that the one question above all 
others to his mind was that of a free 
ballot and a fair count. He spoke of out- 
rages which he declared had been perpe- 
trated upon the colored people, and de- 
clared that acts had been committed of 
which no savage country would have been 
guilty. He talked on the edges of the 
question of endorsing the populist ticket, 
but did not come out squarely on either 
side of the question. 

After he had concluded Graves, of Ful- 
ton, moved the appointment of a commit- 
tee of six from the state at large and 
one from each congressional district on 
resolutions and platform. Thigy was adopted 
and for five minutes Cuairman Johnson 
was literally besieged with delegates who 
had suggestions as to the make-ur of that 
committee. There was a great deal of con- 
fusion, which Jackson McHenry endeavored 
to quell with the aid of a big club, and final- 
ly a motion for a recess to allow the chair 
time to fix his committee was put through. 
After this had been announced. the Ccon- 
vention adjourned until 8 o’clock. 


At the Night Session. 

It was midnight before the curtain fell 
on the last act. From 8 o’clock until a 
few minutes before 12, there was almost 
constant wrangling in the convention hall 
and the display of oratory was such as 
enly a Georgia republican convention can 
furnish. 

The evening’s work for the convention 
proper opened up tamely enough with the 
introduction, by Mr. Angier, of the follow- 
in- resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted by a rising vote: 

“Resolved, That this convention ex- 
presses its sympathy with our honored 
chairman, A. E. Buck, in his protracted 
illness, and are grateful to a kind proyi- 
dence for sparing him to a life of renewed 
and continued usefulness to kis country 
and party. 

“2 That a copy: of these resolutions be 
mailed by the secretary to Colonel Buck 
at Hallowell, Me.”’ 

The First Bomb. 

Then “Juwige’’ Matthews, of Glynn, threw 
a fire brand into the assemblage by intro- 
ducing this resolution: 

“Resolved, That we, the republican party 
in state convention assembled, do unquali- 
fiediy condemn as an enemy to our race and 
party any republican who will take the 
stump in the coming campaign for organ- 
ized democracy.” 


Biff! 
It was just like a blow between the eyes 


to the convention and in a second there 
was an uproar. 

“All fool resolutions like that ought to go 
to the committee on resolutions,” interjected 
Jackson McHenry as soon as he could get

The trouble with 
our party is that they are always calling 
each other thieves and robbers. You never 
hear no such. resolutions as that in any 
other convention,”

The Piatturm and Resolutions. 


“The republicans of Georgia in convention 
assembieu, ao hereby reaturm our devuuvun 
to the principles of the national repubiicaa 
party of the United States as announced in 
the plaiform or isyz2 at Minneapoiis as tne 
only true and tried party ot human liber- 
ty, human rights, national and state pro- 
gress, prosperity and happiness. We uap- 
peal to the history as the most illustrious 
in the annals ot the world, and we in- 
voke the exainpie of its great leaders, livy- 
ing and dead, in war and in peace, as 
worthy of everlasting remembrance. 

“We arraign the democratic party, now in 
control of tne federal government, for its 
many deceitrul practices and artful means 
whereby it obtained control; for its du- 
plicity and hypocrisy; for its vacillating at- 
titude on questions of the greatest impor- 


. tance to ali the people of the country; for 


its broken pledges; for its legislation by 
Which silver has been made an outlaw in 
our currency; for its tariff legislation, and 
its long continued trial of the same, the 
result of which has been to precipitate up- 
on us industrial paralysis, a financial panic, 
unprecedented *in our history, the loss to 
Our commerce of the confidence so necés- 
Sary to its life and vigor, and the enor- 
mous shrinkage in values of more than a 
thousand millions of dollars—a sum much 
larger than the present interest-bearing 
debt of the United State; for its promotion 
of trusts and other conspiracies against the 
tolling and tax-paying masses of our peo- 
vle: for its un-American partiality for the 
interest of foreigners whose ambition and 
boast are to destroy our trade and business 
independence; for its crimes against the 
ballot; for the repeal of laws intended to 
secure fair elections; for the imbecility, 
incapacity and cowardice of its majority 
in congress through the legislation and 
threatened legislation of which distress and 
ruin have been brought to the homes and 
business of the people, entailing such con- 
ditions of suffering and misery among the 
dependent and helpless as to be without 
a parallel in the. history of the eountry 
since the establishment of the government; 
for its mockery of the people it had de- 
liberatedly denied; for the undeniable and 
wicked responsibility for closed factories 
and shops; for industrial strikes and for 
the hundreds and thousands of men turn- 
ed out of employment who now, with fam- 
ies to support, are left penniless and 
helpless, without the means of living, and 
many without homes and without bread, 
clothing or credit, and without hope of im- 
provement in the existing condition as long 
as the party of deceit and fraud control the 
people’s government.

16. That we make the principles herein 
announced the test of fealty to the repub- 
lican party in this state and we are willing 
to make common cause with all who believe 
in the same, for the accomplishment of a 
comon énd, and we invoke the aid of all 
through a fair and honest expression of the 
people’s will in free elections, honestly 
conducted, in the attainment of results that 
may profmfiocte the general welfare of all the 
people; that proud of our place in the great 
sisterhood of American states, proud of 
our state. with her wonderful resources and 
possibilities, proud of her development and 
progresn, we invite the co-operation of all 
in making her thé empire commonwealth of 
the unin. 

‘Resolved, That the democratic party of 
Georgia is unworthy of the vy tee and 
countenance of the people of this state, anu 
should be retired in the interest of xood 
government, 

“Resolved, That this convention make noe 
nominations for state officers.”’ 


Where There Was a Kick. 

The mention of the demoaratic party 
without any similar mention of the pop- 
ulist party was adjudged unwise, and Mr. 
Malone, of Butts, submitted the following 
resolucion, the adoption of which he 
supported in a strong speech: | 

‘“‘Whereas, It appears that certain mem- 
bers of the republican party have so far 
allied themselves with other parties as to 
go into caucuses and primaries with them. 

‘Resolved, That it is the sense of this 
convention that such action Is wrong and 
that the secretary of the state central 
committee be requested to inform each 
county executive committee that all per- 
sons so acting, on proper proof of the same, 
shall not be considered as republicans, and 
shall not be permitted to enter republican 
meetings as republicans.” 

Malone declared that the only fdult he 
could find with the original resolutions 
was that they didn’t go quite far enough 
and he thought his resolution would fix it. 

Sécretary Jarden made a_i strong 
speech on the same line.

She was a comparative 
stranger at Ogeechee, and her name had 
been forgotten by the people there. She 
married an employe of the Central railroad, 
but they quarreled and separated and sh¢ 
was dependent on herself for support.

There are several other banks taking 
hand with the Hogansville bank, and they 
claim that they paid for cotton for the 
Harrington firm $1380,0@ and that they held 
bills of lading for the same. The further 
claim is set up that the bills of lading 
Were secured from them by fraud and 
turned over to the railroad after the injury 
of shipping the cotton without surrendering 
the, bills of lading had been done.

In his Decatur speech Congressman 
Henry G. Turaer took strong grounds 
against the remonetization of silver. He 
gays that he voted for the 20 to 1 ra- 
tio in order to show that he was friend- 
ly to bimetallism, but the whole drift 
and tenor of his speech were intended 
to convince those whé heard him that 
DimetaHism is a sham and a delusion— 
that the people have been misled, and 
that the silver pledges in the national 
and state platforms are mere Claptrap. 

We doubt whether the people of Geor- 
gia have ever before had such an inter- 
esting spectacle going on before their 
eyes as is now presented—a campaign 
orator going about the state arguing 
against the free coinage of silver, and 
the democratic candidate for governor 
standing on both the national and state 
platforms of the party and declaring 
in favor of the free and unlimited coin- 
age of silver at once. If a prominent 
Georgia democrat has ever befere en- 
tered upon a course calculated to hand- 
fcap and embarrass his party’s candi- 
date, while still claiming allegiance to 
the doctrines of the party, we do not 
remember the fact. 

“The free coinage of silver at any ra- 
tio is an experiment attended with 
great danger and risk, and at the old 
ratio of 16 to 1 it is fraught with bad 
results,” says Mr. Turner. But the 
democratic platform recently adopted 
by the Georgia democracy construing 
the financial plank of the national dem- 
ocratic platform, declares in favor of 
the free and unlimited coinage of both 
gold and silver immediately. 

Judge Turner, therefore, takes issue 
with the state platform, and takes di- 
rect issue with the nominee of the party 
for governor, Mr. Atkinson, who thus 
defined his position on the silver ques- 
tion in his opening campaign speech in 
Greenville: 

Some people seem to think that the word 
parity would call for an increased size of 
the silver dollar. Let me tell you that you 
cannot value silver while it is under the 
ban of adverse legislation. If you pass a 
law that white horses should not be sold 
they would lose their value. When silver 
was driven out of the market by demonetiz- 
ation it is no wonder that there arose a 
difference in bullion value. 

Remonetize silver and the new markets 
ahus opened up to it would show that it 
could maintain its parity with gold as it 
has always done. The fact that the ratio 
is not mentioned in the state patform is 
immaterial. What we want is the recog- 
nition right now on our own motion of the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. If in 
time the detail of ratio needs attention, tt 
can be legislated upon as it was in the 
time of Jefferson, when it was 15 to 1. 

Open up the mints! Let us have the dou- 
ble standard. Do not dally ‘about the ratio, 
a question which is not yet pertinent. This 
government can establish a financial sys- 
tem of its own without foreign help. The 
variation of the values of the two metals 
dees not affect the coined mouey. 

From 1801 to 1820 two and a half times as 
much silver was coined as gold. From 1820 


4 to 1840 there was twice as much silver 
coined as gold. From 1841 to 1860, two and 


a half times as much gold as silver. In 
spite of all these variations the coins kept 
of equal value. If 30,000,000 people in France 
can float $800,000,000 in silver, why cannot 
the 70,000,000 people in the United States 
fioat $600,000,0007 

Mr. ‘Turner declares that he has stud- 
ied this question ever since he has been 
in congress, and that the more he stud- 
jes it the less he knows gbout it, 

All the facts are within: reach of every 
sincere student of this great subject, 


_and they are so plain, so clear and so“% 


overpowering in their nature that we 
hold it to be impossible for any impar- 
tial mind to investigate them fairly and 
fail to be convinced that the single gold 
standard means ruin to the people. Mr. 
Turngr himself admits that the period 
up to the time when silver was demon- 
etized in 1873 comprised the most pros- 
perous era in our history, though he 
says that “little silver was going 
through our mints.” ‘There was & time 
during the same’ period when little gold 
was going through the mints, but the 


bimetallic system prevailed and the 


people had the advantage of bimetallic 
prices. Although gold disappeared at 


one time and silver at another, the. bi-. 
metallic standard continued to prevail, 


and there was no fall of prices in con- 
sequence. . During the bimetallic period 
tkat closed in 1873 there was $105,000,- 
000 of silver coined, and $8,000,000 of 
. this was in silver dollars, This seems 


. to be a very small amount, and some 
of those who are indoctrinated with the 
onometallism

- tried to” employ it as an argument.

dollars in silver in circulation prior to 
1860, and were doing all we could to get 
more. 

It is a most remarkable coincidence 
that when we demonetized wilver in 
1873 a disastrous panic followed, and 
that panic was Quplicated when the 
finishing touch was about to be given to 
demonetization in 1893. 

Mr. Turner adopts and seems to rel- 
ish the arguments that have hereto- 
fore been popular only with republicans 
of the John Sherman stripe. For in- 
stance, he says that in spite of the 
Bland-Allison act. silver went down. 
We have never heard of a bimetallist 
who endorsed the Bland-Allison act, or 


‘the price of silver. That act was a 
compromise forced on the democratic 
house by a republican senate, and. it 
violates every theory of bimetallism, just 
as the Sherman act did. Nothing will 
restore the value of silver but the con- 
tinuous demand at the mints for every 
ounce of bullion that is offered. This 
demand is the lever that lifts silver to 
the value fixed and determined by the 
ratio. 

Mr. Turver’s theory of the panic is 
not new, but we are surprised that so 
careful a man should commit himself 
to so crude a statement. He says that 
the panic was brought on by men who 
were afraid there would not be enough 
gold to redeem the notes issued against 
the silver bullion. But why did silver 
dollars and silver certificates, not re- 
deemable in gold, command a premium 
of 3 to 5 per cent in New York? Is it 
customary for sane men to hoard money 
and pay a premium for it because they 
fear it will depreciate on their hands? 
If the silver notes had been redeemed 
in silver, as honesty and common sens¢ 
required, there would have been no such 
trouble as the bankers feared. The 
treasury would have retained its gold 
reserve. But nothing but the free coin- 
age of silver would have prevented the 
convulsion which accompanied the 
shrirkage of values consequent on the 
demonetization of silver in India and in 
this country. The result in India has 
been even worse than in this country. 
Zusiness is at a standstill and trade is 
suffering from a depression that is new 
to that country, which was exceedingly 
prosperous under the _ single silver 
standard. 

Mr. Turner admits that the minting of 
silver, whether limited or unlimited, 
adds to the value of silver, and, in mak- 
ing the admission, he gives his whole 
case away. This is the whole question 
in a nutshell. Then why not relieve 
the tremendous pressure that has been 
placed on the prosperity of the people 
by opening the mints to the free coinage 
of silver. 3 

“Silver,” says Mr. 
keted as a commodity.” This is true. 
But when the mints of the United 
States are open to free coinage it will 
be marketed as a money metal. The 
potential power of money with which 
free coinage invests it would enter into 
the bullion, and no European holder 
would take less for it than he could get 
by exchanging it for our commodities. 

Mr. Turner’s speech is such a violent 
ard unexpected departure from demo- 
cratic doctrine, and is such a_ sharp 
challenge to the position taken by the 
democratic party of Georgia and by 
Mr. Atkinson, the democratic nominee 
for governor, that we cannot do full 
justice to all its statements in an edito- 
rial article of reasonable length. To- 
morrow we shallitake it up again and 
discuss the: fallacies which lie at the 
basis of his position.

I, as a citizen of Georgia, cannot curse 
and abuse a party that has done so much 
for us, a party that has resented insults 
and misrepresentation for us, that protect- 
ed us in the dark days of reconstruction— 
protected your wives, your mothers, your 
sons and daughters! 

‘Yhe writer goes on to state that the 
populists in DeKalb “are falling out 
among themselves—sowing the wind to 
reap the whirlwind.” He says there is 
dissatisfaction in their camps—the om- 
inous mutterings of the storm that is 
brewing in the distance, and it is evi- 
dent that this internal strife is leading 
many of them back into the democratic 
ranks, 

But this state of affairs among the 
populists is by no means confined to a 
single county. The same irresoluteness, 
the same dissatisfaction prevails in other 
sections. There is trouble in the ranks, 
and a good deai of it. 

Meantime, the newspapers of the state 
continue to publish the return of the 
dissatisiied ones to democracy, which 
stands solidly united, representing the 
best interests of the people and confi- 
dent of overwhelming victory.

The appointment, with others named in 
accompanying circulars, will take 2tfoct the 
Ast of September, and Captain Dodson will 
Jeave Atlanta within’ a very few days. to 
take up the duties of the high position to 
which he has been called. 

The appointment is one that will cause 
general pleasure and gratification on ail

gides. There is not a railroad man in the 
whole south who has such general and 
complete possession of popular approval 
and popular esteem as Captain Dodson. 

For several years he has been a resident 
of Atlanta in charge of the Atlanta and 
Charlotte division of the old Richmond ard 
Danville railroad as superintendent. He 
came to this city at the time the general 
headquarters of the company were brought 
here and since that time has been prominent 
in the railroad world of this section and 
equally prominent in the fulfillment of every 
line of duty of citizenship as a resident 
of the Gate City of the south, taking a 
leading hand in all public work for the 
growth and prosperity of the town he had 
determined to be his home. 

Upon the acknowledged merits of such a 
career Captain Dodson was soon identified 
with all the best interests of Atlanta and 
was lately chosen as director uf the great 
Cotton States and International exposition 
which is to soon crown the plucky career 
of the city that Sherman once laid waste. 

ln the southern raiiroad arena Captain 
Dodson has for some time been & con- 
spicuous figure. He entered the business 
at the bottom in 1872 as clerk in a freght 
office at Danville, Va. He is a native North 
Carolinian, having been born on a farm in 
that state in 1851, near Greensboro. 

He served as brakeman on the old North 
Carolina Central, which was afterwards 
leased by the Richmond and Danviile, and 
then became conductor of a freight train 
on that branch of the old Richmond and 
Danville, serving as such seven years. He 
also ran a passenger train between Char- 
lotte and Goldsboro five years, thus get- 
ting excellent training in this line of rail- 
road work. 

In May, 1883, he was taken from his pas- 
senger train by Captain W. H. Green. 
then superintendent of the Richmond divis- 
fon of the Richmond and Danville, and 
was made supervisor of the track between 
Danville and Charlotte. This position he held 
from June 1, 1883, io: (Ae «1B, 
1888. So complete was the ser- 
vice rendered in this office that Cap- 
tain Dodson began to be regarded as one 
of the best track men of the section and 
about this time the Georgia, Carolina and 
Northern commenced laying its first rails.

The old Richmond 
and Danville had been :Captain Dodson’s 
first and only love, applying the term to bus- 
inest, and after three years’ service with 
the Seaboard Air-Line he took up his work 
with his old company with a sort of re- 
kindled affection which all railroad men 
grow to feel, and set about the duties of 
his new trust with renewed energies and a. 
hearty zeal. | :

The ratts on compressing cotton are 
still an issue between the railroads of the 


south and the compress men. | 

‘he question as to what shall be allow 
has been referred to the Georgia railway 
commission and the case is to come up 
next Tuesday morning at 9 o'clock.’ 

The compress men went home yesterday, 
after holding a red-hot’ session in Atianta, 
and they hope that the state railroad com- 
mission will take a hand in the matter and 
prevent the railroad men from cutting 
down the rates on compressing from 10 
cents per hundred to 7. cents per hundred 
as determined by the members of the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa- 
tion at their late meeting held in New 
York. 

The compress men will fight the proposed 
cut to the bitter end and will try to es- 
tablish their claims for the old rate of 
10 cents per hundred. | 
. For every five-hungred-pound bale of 
cotton they compress they can, under 
the new rule, get but 35 cents, while under 
the old rule it was a cool half dollar in 
their pockets, This difference of 15 cents 
it is a general opinion among them*that the 
compressed during the season in the south 
means a heavy loss in revenue. 

The railroads say they have been paying 
the compressers too much. 

The Railroads Will Lay Low. 

It is most probable that the railroads of 
the Southern Railway and Steamship As- 
sociation will have but little more to say 
in the matter. 

They heard what the compress people 
had to say to them at the recent meeting 
in New York and turned down their argu- 
ments on every side, finally determining to 
uphold their proposition of a 7-cents per 
hundred rate. 

The prominent railroad men of this city 
all seen. to think that the Georgia railway 
commission will have nothing to do with 
the complaints of the compress men, for 
it is a general opinion among them that the 
state commission has no scope in matters 
of this kind. It is not known that they 
will take this position before the commis- 
sion, but it is probable that they will ex- 
press such views in their response, to the 
comaress men’s kick when the matter 
comes up before the Georgia railway com- 
mission next Tuesday. 

In the meartime, pending a settlement 
of the question, the compress men at their 
convention in this city decided to allow 
each ecoiton compress to go ahead and 
compress such cotton as may be brought to 
it before the adjustment is agreed upon on 
any terms that the roads and the compress 
may determine right and proper. 

But if the compress shall have to knuckle 
to the road and receive only 7 cents per 
hundred pending this settlement, it shall 
be with the well understood condition that 
the md@hey is taken with a protest until 
the matters have been finally adjusted. 

There is a great deal of interest in the 
matter throughout the entire southern 
country and the recent meeting of cotton 
compress men in Atlanta represented sev- 
eral millions of dollars invested in these 
interests. 


In Justice to Justite Lumpkiv. 


Atlanta, Ga., August 29, 1894.—Editor 
Constitution: In the account given in your 
issue of this date of the meeting yester- 
day of the compress men, the following 
sentence occurs: 

“‘Associate Justice Sam Lumpkin, of the 
Georgia supreme bench, was engaged as 
attorney for the compress men, and they 
went before the railroad men with quite a 
strong endeavor to get the rate per hun- 
dred for compressing cotton to stand as it 
now is and has been.’”’ 

This does me a great injustice. I was 
not @ngaged as attorney for anybody. I 
own a small amount of compress stock, 
and went to New York with other gentle- 
men who own compress stock to endeavor 
to get the railroad people to give us a 
fair rate for compressing. I was in no 
sense acting as attorney, but was simply 
attending to my own private business and 
co-operating with others similarly interest-

Says He Will Hold Uncle Sam to the Con- 
_ tract~ A Reward for wil Roper’s

Uncle Sam is ‘going to get himself into 
trouble with his tariff law if he does not 
look sharp. 

The Georgia mountain people who make 
whisky are hopping mad, and they are in 
revolt against the provisions of the meas- 
ure as they relate to the whisky revenue. 
The first signs of a big kick came yes*sr- 


day. 

A prominent distiller at Hot House, Ga., 
whose name will not be given out by In- 
ternal Revenue Collector Chapman, has 
written to Colonel Chapman demanding 
revenue stamps at the old tigures of ao 
cents a gallon. This correspondent meant 
what he said, and declared that if he did 
not get the stamps he would know the 
reason why. 

“The government fs bound to furnish me 
stamps at 90 cents,” he wrote. “IT put up 
my distillery with that understanding, and 
if I can’t get them at that figure I will 
go to the courts.’ 

There was considerable coin ditata tints 
among the officers as to how the whisky 
manufagturer could get into the courts 
with his grievance. It was agreed that 
if he is refused the stamps he can get it 
before a judge by. mandamus proceedings. 
The case is not without precedent. The 
sugar planters of Louisiana threaten to 
sue the government. 

The trouble is not confined to the govern- 
ment distilleries alone. As has been stated, 
it will drive some of the smaller ones into 
illicit business. 


For Roper’s Assailunts. 

Marshal Samuel C. Dunlap issued several 
thousand circulars yesterday offering a 
reward of $200 each for the men who made 
the murc?rous assault upon Will Roper. 
The offense was one against the United 
€tates government and Governor Northen 
was not appealed to to offer a reward for 
the capture of the men. 

The facts were laid before Attorney Gen- 
eral Richard Olney at Washington, and 
he authorized Marshal Dunlap to announce 
the reward. The terrible experiences of 
Roper are still fresh in the mind of the 
public. Roper was thrown into a seventy- 
foot mine shaft and left for several days 
without food or water. He was brought 
to Atlanta and cared for at the St. Joseph 
infirmary, and it was believed for a long 
time that he could not recover. He finally 
pulled through, however, but has never 
returned to his home in north Georgia. 
He still fears the murderous gang that 
came so near putting an end to him. 
Three members of the band surrendered to 
the officers; the others are still at large. 
The circulars sent out by Marshal Dunlap 
are as follows: 

“By authority of the attorney general of 
the United States, I hereby offer a re- 
ward of two hundred dollars each for the 
arrest and deiivery to me in Atlanta, Ga., 
or for information conveyed to me that 
will enable me to make the arrest of Will 
Morrison and A. P. Duncan, commonly 
known as Payne Duncan, of Murray coun- 
ty, Georgia, who are charged in the United 
States court with the crime of conspiragy. 

“Will Morrison is described as follows: 
Height about 5 feet and 9 inches, weight 
about 145, black hair, dark skin, blue or 
gray eyes, thin, faced, clean shaved, slight- 
ly hump shouldered and about twenty-three 
years old. 

“A. P. Duncan, or Payne Puncan, is 
described as follows: Height about 5 fect 
and 6 inches, weight about 150, dark’ com- 
plected, black hair, dark eyes, black mus- 
tache, slightly stooped, quick spoken and 
voice slightiy coarse, and is thirty-five 


or forty years old.
